As/much  as  possi¬ 
ble  we  should  feed  thaft  which  we  can 
produce. 

Many  a  man  who  Is  making  dairying 
a  side  Issue,  and  a  much-neglected  one 
at  that,  by  keeping  a  few  lll-cared-for 
cows  on  a  good-sized  farm,  is  nston- 
ished  at  the  man  who  can  keep  a  goodly 
number  on  a  few  acres.  The  whole  se¬ 
cret  Is  In  the  man  and  his  intensified 
farming.  No  Item  necessary  to  success 
Is  lost  sight  of. 


The  pores  of  smut  will  live  a  long 
time  In  the  ground  or  in  manure,  and 
every  care  should  be  taken  to  destroy 
them.  Cut  out  every  diseased  stalk 
before  It  has  time  to  ripen,  and  resow 
itself.  One  preventive  Is  to  select  the 
seed  before  husking  time;  taken  from 
the  crib  It  will  very  likely  hifcve  eome  in 
contact  with  infected  com.

The  Virginia  station  made  an  attempt 
to  test  the  matter,  and.  feeding  18  steers 
for  a  period  of  five  weeks,  found  the 
cost  a  pound  of  Increase  in  live  weight 
varied  from  $  to  2*  cents.  What  pan 
be  expected  from  the  unsystematic 
feeding  by  the  unskilled  farmer  ? 
Guesswork  must  be  given  up  tor  the 
scales. 


There  is  a  cheap  netting  which  is 
extensively  used  in  Europe  for  covering 
valuable  fruits  as  a  defense  against  the 
birds.  This  netting  is  made  of  stout 
flax  threads  and  soaked  in  &  strong 
astringent  liquid  to  add  to  its  durabil 
Ity.  It  is  sold  for  one  cent  a  square 
yard  where  11  Is  mad*.  It  Is  *wmvthlng 
of  a  mystery  why  it  has  not  come  into 
more  common  use  in  this  country. 

When  plants  are  not  mulched  the 
coo|  night  air  of  the  early  .spring,  even 
If  it  does  not  check  grqwtb,  doefc  not 
advance  it.  A  mulch  admits  air,  warmth 
and  moisture  and  shuts  out  scortsbing 
sup  and  blighting  wind.  It  also  pre¬ 
vents  the  escape  of  fertilising  gases.  It 
collects  the  heat  rays  of  the  sun  and 
retain  them  for  the  warmth  and  growth 
of  the  plant  during  the  night  ssagoa.

Hoyal  ltellce  nnd  Portrait*. 

Among  tha  many  rare  and  costly 
treasures  open  to  the  vlow  only  of  the 
■peolaly  favored  vlaltor,  In  the  private 
apartments  of  the  royal  castle  of  Wind¬ 
sor,  one  of  the  most  curious  la  a  carved 
Ivory  casket,  lined  with  crimson  vel¬ 
vet,  and  mounted  and  decorated  with 
rosewood  and  silver.  Carved  In  low  re¬ 
lief  In  the  centre  la  a  winged  figure, 
surmounting  an  altar  with  sacred  fire. 
Beneath  this  is  the  terse,  but  expres¬ 
sive  inscription  :  “From  the  Parsees.” 
The  casket  rests  on  a  plinth,  adorned 
on  either  side  with  carved  chimeras, 
with  golden  wings  and  crowned  heads, 
and  bearing  superb  rubies  in  the  centre 
of  their  foreheads.  On  the  carved  back 
of  the  plinth  Is  the  monogram  “V.  I./* 
and  the  inscription,  “Bombay,  1877.“ 
The  back  also  bears  the  Imperial 
crown. 

In  the  “Large  Dining  Room"  Is  the 
not  very  beautiful,  but  certainly  Im¬ 
posing  sllver-gllt  bunch-bowl.  It  was 
designed  by  Flaxman  and  manufactur¬ 
ed  by  Rundell  and  Bridges  for  George 
IV.  when  Prince  of  Wales.  Its  propor¬ 
tions  are  so  vast  that  the  gliding  alone 
is  said  to  have  cost  $10,000.  The  ladle, 
which  stands  In  front  of  the  bowl,  was 
made  for  the  present  Prince  of  Wales 
and  Is  of  very  pretty  design. 

Throughout  the  collection  one  Is  con¬ 
stantly  noticing  rare  specimens  of 
clocks  of  all  periods.  Mere,  for  Instance, 
Is  a  fine  example  of  Louis  Seize  work 
by  the  celebrated  Iycpante  of  Paris. 
The  case  is  ebonlzed  with  ormolu 
mounts.  The  movement,  which  is  in 
perfect  order,  requires  winding  but 
once  a  year. 

The  castle  is  a  magnificent  museum 
of  old  china,  mostly  so  fine  that  one 
stands  agast  at  the  mere  thought  of  Its 
enormous  value.  Look,  for  instance,  at 
a  set  of  three  vases  of  "Rose  du  Harry*’ 
Sevres  in  the  grand  corridor.  They  are 
simply  priceless.  The  designs  in  front 
are  beautifully  painted  amorlnl  In  pan¬ 
els.  those  at  the  back  flowers  on  a  white 
ground.  The  centre  vase  has  a  perfor¬ 
ated  top.  The  height  of  the  vases  Is 
fourteen  Inches.  Old  Sevres,  even  when 
first  made  was  extremely  expensive, 
but  now  can  seldom  be  purchased,  ex¬ 
cept  by  millionaires.  Not  many  years 
since  a  set  of  three  small  jard^ileres 
was  sold  by  auction  at  Christie's  for 
$50,000.  Single  plates  have  frequently 
been  sold  for  200  guineas  (about  $1000) 
and  cups  and  saucers  for  150  guineas 
(about  $750)  each.  In  the  "Green  Draw¬ 
ing  Room"  we  must  look  with  admira¬ 
tion  and  wonder  at  the  grand  desert 
service  to  which  no  rival  exists.  It  was 
commenced  at  Sevres  In  1784  for  Louis 
XVI  and  was  purchased  by  George 
IV.  The  manufacture  took  about  ten 
years  of  the  time  of  the  finest  ceramic 
artists  in  the  worl4  to  complete.  The 
ground  of  the  plee#  1#  of  the  most  per¬ 
fect  HleU  du  Rol,  or  “*Gro  Bleu.’"  The 
paintings,  ehtefly  figure  subjects  In  syl¬ 
van  landscapes,  are  by  the  most  emi¬ 
nent  artists  ever  employed  at  the  royal 
manufactory. 

The  portraits  of  the  Queen  and  Prince 
Consort,  wmlch  were  exhibited  in  the 
exhibition  of  1851,  are  very  fine  exam¬ 
ples  of  modern  Sevres  work.  These  are 
half-length  portraits  of  the  size  of  life, 
each  painted  on  a  single  slab  of  porce¬ 
lain.  Tehy  are  copies  of  the  pictures  by 
Wlnterhnlter  and  wnre  hv 


plainest  description,  bound  In  common 
brown  leather,  but  Its  much-worn  ap¬ 
pearance  at  once  sho^s  ,that  It  was  In 
constant  use.  The  earned  and  much- 
priced  little  xejlc  was  presented  to  tha 
Queen  after  Ttordon's  sad  death. 

The  last  work  of  art  to  be  noticed 
In  this  wonderful  corridor  Is  a  charm* 
1  tSg  little  bust  by  W.  Iiehens  of  the 
Princess  Victoria,  now  H»  r  Majesty, 
the  Queen,  at  the  age  of  10  years.  It  Is 
of  spotless  white  marble,  and  a  perfect 
gem. 

On  the  sulijtct  of  pictures  in  the 
grand  old  castle  there  is  no  time  to 
dwell,  Sutllce  It  to  say  that  all  the 
best  of  the  old  masters  are  most  worth¬ 
ily  represented,  both  In  the  state  and 
private  apartments.  For  Instance,  in 
the  "Vandyke  Room"  are  no  less  than 
twenty-two  of  that  great  master's  fin¬ 
est  works,  Including  that  wonderful 
Kpeclmen  “Charles  I.  on  a  gray  hotae. 
accompanied  by  his  master  of  the 
horse,  M.  de  Ht.  Antoine."  This  mas¬ 
terpiece  fgar  exceeds  In  quality  the  pic¬ 
ture  by  the  same  painter  of  the  same 
subject,  which  was  recently  purchased 
by  the  nation  for  $87,500.  Here  1m  also 
the  portrait  of  Henrietta  Marla,  men¬ 
tioned  by  Pepys  In  1666.  “I  was  only 
pleased  at  a  very  fine  picture  of  the 
Queen’s  mother,  when  she  was  young, 
by  Vandyke;  a  very  good  picture  and  a 
lovely  face."  In  the  Queen  s  private 
audience  j;oom  are  also  some  fine  Gains¬ 
borough  portraits,  and,  let  into  the 
woodwork,  glass  cases  containing  over 
two  hundred  enamel  portraits  of  royal 
personages,  from  Henry  VII |  and  Ellzu- 
beth  of  York,  to  the  Queen  and  Prince 
Consort,  their  children  and  grandchil¬ 
dren.  In  the  “Grand  Corridor"  ar<* 
some  fine  Canalettos,  and  a  beautiful 
Cornelius  Jansens.  "The  ball  given  to 
Churles  II.  at  The  Hague,  on  his  de¬ 
parture  to  England,"  full  of  Interesting 
detail  and  admirably  preserved.  Also 
a  series  by  various  madem  artists  illus¬ 
trating  notable  events  during  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty's  reign,  as  well  as  a  fine  Sir  Jos¬ 
hua;  "Princess  Sophia  Matilda,"  and 
some  superlative  Hogarths. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that 
the  name  Windsor  Is  from  the  Saxon 
Wlnd!eshora,  winding  banks.  Windsor 
as  a  royal  castle  is  mentioned  In 
Domesday  book.  King  John  lay  at 
Windsor  during  the  conference  at  Run- 
nymede.  The  Round, Tower  was  built 
by  Edward  III.,  und  the  terraces  were 
made  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  Charles  II 
added  the  Htar  buildings.  Grinling 
Gibbons  carved  all  the  beautiful  floral 
festoons  In  the  different  rooms. 

The  Qu,een  herself.a  world-renown¬ 
ed  lover  of  art.  takes  an  extreme  inter¬ 
est  in  her  collection,  nh'l  no  alterations 
pan  be  made  without  l.<  r  sanction.  So 
accurate  Is  her  memory  that  even  after 
an  absence  of  months  she  at  on- e  de 
tects  any  alteration  In  the  placing  of 
objects,  no  matter  how  small.

It  not  only 
eats  the  pulp  from  the  underside  of 
the  leaves,  but  destroys  the  Ht  ilk.  and 
If  the  soil  is  loose  1(  eats  the  stalk  be¬ 
low  the  ground;  therefore  it  is  a  diffi¬ 
cult  matter  to  fight  It  with  Insecticides. 
For  a  garden  where  less  than  two 
dozen  hills  are  planted,  the  safest  und 
cheapest  way  to  protect  tho  vines  is 
by  a  covering  of  mosquito  ru  tting  or 
cheese  cloth,  cut  Into  pieces  18  or  20  in. 
square.  These,  to  udd  to  their  dura¬ 
bility,  should  be  first  dipped  In  oil 
ami  wrung  as  dry  as  possible  Now,

lain.  Teby  are  copies  of  the  pictures  by 
Winterhalter,  and  were  executed  by 
order  of  'Louis  Phtlllppe  as  a  present 
to  Her  Majesty.  They  were  commenced 
Just  before  (he  revolution  of  1848.  and 
were  annexed  by  the  Republican  Oov- 
ernment.  but  were  surrendered  to  I^uls 
Philippe  as  his  private  property  and 
presented  to  Her  Majesty. 

In  the  “Oreen  Drawing  Room”  Is  also 
a  splendid  set  of  four  bronze  and  ormo¬ 
lu  candelabra  emblematical  of  the  sea¬ 
sons.  They  are  probably  the  finest  speel 
mpns  of  such  work  In  existence.  The 
designs,  modelling  of  the  figure*  and 
chasing  of  the  ornament  are  simply 
perfect.  The  work  is  either  of  the  late 
Louis  Quartorze  or  Louis  Qulnze  per¬ 
iod.  when  furniture  bronzes  of  the  fin¬ 
est  class  were  being  made  In  France. 
Unfortunately,  the  artist’s  name  Is  not 
known,  a*  they,  In  common  with  most 
of  the  finest  pieces  of  the  period,  are 
unsigned. 

In  the  "White  Drawing  Room"  the 
Sevres  cabinet  of  the  Louis  Seize  period 
demands  more  than  a  cursory  glance. 
From  the  elaborate  character  of  Its  de¬ 
sign  and  Its  finished  workmanship,  it 
was  probably  made  for  a  present  to  a 
royal  personage.  Its  porcelain  panels 
are  of  "oeH  de  Perdrlx"  turqolse.  The 
plaques  In  the  doors  have  paintings  of 
flowers  In  baskets  suspended  by  rib¬ 
bon*.  The  other  concave  plaques  have 
bouquets  of  flowers  with  turquoise 
mounts.  This  Is  only  ope  of  g  number 
of  these  rare  cabinets  in  the  private 
apartments.  They  are  mostly  made  by 
the  first  of  the  old  French  "Ebenlstes,” 
such  ns  the  world-famed  Rlesener, 
Roentgen  and  the  other  giants  of  the 
Louis  Seize  period.  The  glided  bronze 
mounts  ure  by  the  great  Guthlere.whns* 
work,  for  design,  modelling  and  finish 
has  never  been  equalled.  His  gilding 
also  Is  good,  and  so  thickly  laid  on,  as 
to  have  suffered  no  injury  whatever 
from  age.  The  rwne  may  also  be  said 
of  the  Louis  Quatorze  cabinet  work  of 
Andre  Houle  (born  1642).  also  to  be  seen 
at  Windsor.  As  some  Indication  of  the 
value  of  these  works,  maf  be  named 
a  Boule  cabinet  in  the  Jones  collection 
at  South  Kensington  which  wus  bought 
for  150,000.  Similar  prices  were  reach 
ed  In  several  Instances  for  Louis  Seize 
cabinets,  etc.,  at  the  Hamilton  Palace 
sale  some  few  years  since. 

In  the  "Grand  Cortldor,’’  whose  520 
fe£t  of  length  Is  literally  crowded  with 
objects  of  the  greatest  Interest,  one  no¬ 
tices  a  white  marie  recumbent  statue^ 
of  H.  R.  H.  Princess  Ejlzabeth  of  Clar¬ 
ence,  daughter  of  W|lliam  IV.,  and  con¬ 
sequently  heir  apparent  to  the  throne 
of  England.  The  statue,  which  is  most 
gracefully  designed  $o  represent  a 
sleeping  infant,  bears  the  sculptor’s 
name,  W.  Scoqlar,  Sc.  It  was  be¬ 
queathed  to  Her  Majesty  by  the  Queen 
Dowager  Ip  1849,  Us  subject,  the  little 
Princess,  was  born  In  1820  and  died  liv 
1821.  Consider  the  momentous  conse¬ 
quences  Involved  in  Us  death  of  such 
a  tiny  personage,  who,  had  she  lived, 
would  have  been  Queen  of  England. 

In  the  "Grand  Corridor"  also  stands 
a  remarkable  caskef  or  jrellquary  com¬ 
posed  of  rook  crystal  and  enamel  with 
silver-gilt  mounts.  The  side  panels  are 
of  finely  engraved  crystal.  The  cas- 
ket,  which  Is  possibly  German  work  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  1|  surmounted 
by  a  sllyer-bMt  group  of  8.

Another  method  is 
to  use  coal  oil,  putting  It  on  with  a 
brush;  also  a  weak  solution  of  car¬ 
bolic  add  has  the  same  effect,  vis., 
killing  the  lice  it  comes  In  contact  with 
It  will  be  obvious  that  every  part  of 
the  woodwork  that  is  Infested  mult  be 
touched  .  The  cheapest,  most  effect¬ 
ual.  and  the  most  pleasant  remedy  we 
huve  ever  used  Is  the  long-tried  on< — 
whitewash.  A  thorough  application 
kills  every  louse.  Hut  there  must  be 
no  half-way  work  about  It.  The  liine 
must  be  splashed  Into  every  crack  f.hd 
crevice.  The  material  Is  so  cheap  that 
It  may  be  used  bountifully,  and  It  doss 
not  need  an  artist  to  put  It  on,  only  a 
careful  person,  faithful  In  his  work.

There  arc  also,  besides  the  poultry 
house  vermin,  the  larger  parasites  that 
infest  the  bodies  of  the  fowls,  sticking 
to  them  closer  than  a  brother,  and  ro 
malnlng  on  till  death  separates  them 
Nature  provides  wavs  and  means  ts 
partly  mitigate  the  evil,  if  fowls  ars 
not  restrained.  When  the.  small  ver* 
min  of  the  house  becomes  unbearable 
the  birds  can  move  to  other  quarters, 
and  evade  their  tormentors,  and  the 
dust-bath  furnishes  the  means  of  de¬ 
stroying  the  lice  on  the  bodies  of  the 
fowls,  which  they  are  not  backward  in 
using.  It  Is  cruelty  to  shut  fowls  up 
In  close  quarters,  and  not  to  provide 
them  with  a  dust  bath.  This  seems  to 
Is*  the  only  natural  method  to  which 
they  resort  to  clear  themselves.  The 
fact  Is  patent  that  the  abundance  of 
vermin  is  produced  by  the  restraint 
which  man  Imposes.  If  the  fowls  are 
confined  In  limited  space,  no  dust- 
bath  provided,  and  no  chance  to 
change  roosts,  they  are  completely  at 
the  mercy  of  both  kinds  of  vermin. 

Hut  It  la,  nevertheless,  true  that 
fowls  do  get  lousy,  and  their  owners 
find  It  out  by  getting  a  few  or  many 
of  the  vermin  on  themselves  as  they 
visit  the  quarters  of  their  much-abused 
birds  to  get  eggs.  Then  it  is  that  they 
realize  that  something  must  be  done. 
We  have  given  the  best  methods  for 
those  found  dinging  to  the  Interior  of 
the  building.  It  remains  to.  mention 
the  means  that  have  been  made  effect¬ 
ual  In  destroying  the  lice  found  on  the 
bodies  of  adult  fowls,  and  on  ttu>  heads 
X.  young  chickens.  We  enumerate  sul¬ 
phur.  carbolic  acid,  Were?  one,  grease, 
and  Persian  Insect  powder.  The  latter 
is  a  vegetable  preparation.  Careless  or 
Ignorant  persons,  using  carbolic  acid 
r  grease  are  liable,  whlb*  &tst relying 
the  lice,  to  injure  or  kill  the  patients.  If 
tlie  heads  of  the  young  ch’cKH  are  In¬ 
fested  with  lice,  only  a  little  coal  oil

In  a  later 
Investigation  by  Dr.  Masella,  however, 
guinea  pigs  were  inoculated  with  chol¬ 
era  and  typhoid  bacilli  respectively, 
when  it  w'as  found  that  previous  expos¬ 
ure  to  sunshine  Increased  the  suscepti¬ 
bility  to  both  dh  eases,  while  exposure 
tc  sunshine  after  Infection  so  accelerat¬ 
ed  the  progress  of  the  malady  that 
death  occurred  In  three  to  five  hours, 
Instead  of  15  to  24  hours.  Thft  this 
was  not  due  to  Increase  of  tempera  • 
ture  was  proved  by  cooling  the  boxes 
In  sunshine  by  a  circulation  of  water.

It  is  a  Dutch  in¬ 
vention,  and  in  1884,  in  Amsterdam,  tbe 
bicentennial  of  the  thimble  was  celebrated 
with  a  great  deal  of  formality.  This  very 
valuable  addition  to  my  lady's  work-basket 
was  first  made  by  a  goldsmith  named 
Nicholas  van  Benscboten,  the  ancestor  of 
the  American  family  of  Van  Benshotens. 
And  it  may  further  interest  Colonial 
Dames  to  kuow  that  the  flrst  thimble 
made  was  presented  in  1684  to  Anna  van 
Wedy,  the  second  wife  of  Kiliaen  van 
Rensselaer,  tbe  purchaser  of  Rensselaer 
wyck,  and  the  flrst  P&troon.  Madam  van 
Rensselaer’s  memory  was  duly  honored  in 
Holland  on  the  occasion  of  tbe  thimble 
bicentennial. 

In  presenting  his  nsefnl  gift  Van 
Benshoten  begged  Madsm  van  Benseelaer 
“  »o  accept  this  new  covering  for  the  pro 
taction  of  her  diligent  fingers,  as  a  token 
of  his  esteem." 

It  was  not  until  IC95,  just  two  hundred 
years  ago,  that  the  thimble  was  introduced 
into  England  by  a  Hollander  named  John 
Lofting,  who  opened  a  thimWe  manufac¬ 
tory  at  Islington.

The  officers  of  the  various  oorps  are  in¬ 
structed  to  visit  friends  and  oollect  from 
them  adything  they  are  able  to  contribute, 
whether  it  be  in  oash  or  otherwise. 

Gifts  of  profJuce,  groceries,  fruit,  grain, 
cattle,  poultry,  or  anything  of  anv  descrip¬ 
tion  whioh  is  saleable  will  be  aoce'ptable. 

After  the  oollect  ion  of  these  various  artic¬ 
les  a  sale  of  the  same  is  arranged  for  the 
Tnesday  night,  and  proceeds  placed  into 
one  oommon  fund  to  help  oat  ths  debts 
mentioned.  * 

Commandant  Booth  hopes  by  this 
soheme,  also,  to  replenish  the  store¬ 
houses  of  his  various  institutions,  suoh 
as  Rescue  Homes  -for  falling  women, 
Men  s  Shelters,  Childrens  Institutions. 
Home  for  siok  oflioers,  also  his  In- 
dustrial  Farm  so  that  it  will  be  nnneo- 
essary  to  spoifif  money  on  these  articles 
during  the  fall  and  winter.
